ELECTION AND COMMISSIONING OF OFFICERS 


For some time now it has been a tradition to write into the 
early pages of the ANNUAL RECORD an editorial, or short 
commentary, on historical events which have affected the lives of 
not only the Ancients, but the lives of all the citizens of our be- 
loved country during the years — from June to June — covered 
by the respective ANNUAL RECORDS. 


Naturally, current members are fully aware of the events of 
our own times and of their impact upon our total environment, 
because we live in the present; but since the ANNUAL REC- 
ORDS of the Company will be carried on into the last quarter 
of the twentieth century and the early decades of the twenty- 
first century, the procedural pattern of setting down some of 
the more important social, economic, and historical happenings 
of the day, will have its greatest thrust, not upon present mem- 
bers, but upon untold generations as yet unborn — whose in- 
quiring minds, hopefully, will lead at least some of them, to a 
study of these ANNUAL RECORDS. 


These are exciting days in which to live. At the present 
time, there is a knowledge explosion going on —so great that 
it has no parameters—and no one man (no matter how bril- 
liant) can any longer know all that is to be known. And 
knowledge is increasing at such a rate that it is doubling itself 
every ten years. In the forefront is Science, and the inductive 
method of reasoning. The humanities have been lost sight of, 
while Science has advanced to a degree that well-nigh exhausts 
credibility. Our times are rightly called the Space Age, or the

Scientific Age. Actually more scientific giants are living today 
in our midst than previously existed in the entire history of 
mankind. And as good and evil seemingly co-exist, the evil of 
our era is the fact that total annihilation of the human race 
hangs upon the slender thread of a capricious nationalism. 

The good accruing to mankind lies for the most part in 
the field of medicine, and in the area of peaceful uses of nuclear 
energy; but science has made possible, too, weapons which, if 
unleashed, could in the matter of hours destroy a total civiliza- 
tion. The United States Government is aware of this fact, and 
for the moment, the Soviet Government realizes its awesome re- 
sponsibility; but does China? We live in the age of the pragma- 
tist; a Godless age. Man is sufficient unto himself. God is no 
longer necessary. Morality is old hat. The slogan says: GOD 
IS DEAD! Exciting times, yes. But the most dangerous times 
in which man has ever lived. Finally, of course, no one can be 
unaware of the social revolution going on today — rapidly be- 
coming the bloody revolution — of the Negro as he ferments 
riots across the nation, particularly in the great cities, as he de- 
mands now, (not tomorrow), and in full, the rights originally 
granted to all men under the Constitution of this Republic. 

Curiously enough if we glance but for a moment at the 
closing years of the nineteenth century and the opening years 
of the twentieth century we discover prima-facie evidence of 
how history repeats itself. In a generalized pattern, of course. 
Naturally, time is always advancing, marching into the great 
beyond; but the model repeats itself like a formula, or a doc- 
tor’s prescription, which the druggist fills — always using newer 
drugs as they become available. 


The years from 1875 onward into the twentieth century 
were ones of great change. The happenings of yesteryear were 
prodigious, and they are influencing our culture today. It is 
safe to say that as surely as the dawn of one day follows the 
night-time of the preceding day, the viable forces in the knowl- 
edge explosion, the scientific explosion, and the social revolution 
of the Negro masses will affect the lives of generations not yet 
in existence. 


6 THE ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY CoMPANY 


Let us turn back the clock for a moment and the parallelism 
between our times, and the closing of the nineteenth century, 
and the opening of the twentieth century will be evident. In 
1877, Professor Alexander Graham Bell, the inventor of the 
telephone, lecturing to an audience in Salem, Massachusetts, 
talked with his associate Thomas A. Watson in Boston — some 
twenty miles away—and the entire audience heard Watson 
speak the following words: “Ladies and gentlemen: It gives 
me great pleasure to address you this evening although I am 
in Boston and you are in Salem . . . etc.” 

Or let us think about Mr. Edison and the electric light. 
The New York Herald on September 5, 1882 under the heading 
EDISON’S ILLUMINATORS reports: “In stores and business 
places throughout the lower quarter of the city the dim flicker 
of gas .. . was supplanted by a steady glare, bright and mellow 
++ (which) shone through windows fixed and unwavering ... 
etc.” Would any sane person want to live without the electric 
light today? 

The Virginia-Pilot, Friday, December 18, 1903, headlines 
say: “FLYING MACHINE SOARS 3 MILES IN TEETH OF 
HIGH WIND OVER SAND HILLS AND WAVES AT KITTY 
HAWK ON CAROLINA COAST” (North Carolina). Wilbur 
and Orville Wright, brothers from Ohio, had completed man’s 
first sustained flight into space. The air age had begun. In 
that same year, 1903, a man who had been working on the 
“horseless” carriage since 1895, perfected his invention, and at 
Dearborn, Michigan, started a new industry with the birth of 
the Ford Motor Car Company. 

It is unnecessary to belabor the point that the closing of 
one century and the beginning of another is a period of stimulus 
and tremendous activity. Evidence of the fact is everywhere. It 
might be said that it surrounds us, as Mayor John Collins and 
Mr, Edward Logue, before our eyes, in a manner of speaking, 
rebuild Dame Boston’s face for the twenty-first century. 


In terms of the 326th ANNUAL RECORD of the Honor- 
able Company let us focus our attention briefly now on some of 
the specifics which highlighted the year June 1963 to June 1964. 
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A year of teen-agers on the rampage, a year of continuing war 
in Vietnam —and for how long? On September 9th, President 
Kennedy said that a reduction of aid to South Vietnam Aus 
not be helpful at this time’ because it would involve the ris 
of the collapse of Vietnam's war effort against the Communists. 
On this same date, New York school teachers gave up their 
threat to strike against 1,000,000 children and youths in the pub- 
lic schools; but teachers across the country — particularly in 
the cities of over 500,000 population — were joining the Amer- 
ican Federation of Teachers, and were demanding not only 
higher salaries, but the right to run the schools. Extremists 
were recommending Union elections for administrators. A pop- 
ularity contest, in other words, was to become the yardstick of 
administration rather than educational expertise. 

During the period under consideration in this saree 
RECORD, the United States orbited three times as many satel- 
lites as the Soviet Union, and the missile launched in January 
1964, was a 20,000 pound spacecraft — the heaviest load in i 
tory. On March 28, 1964, our forty-ninth state, Alaska, — 
a severe earthquake — actually a catastrophe — with fidal w ey = 
spreading down the West Coast, and taking lives as far wes 
as Oregon and California. The property loss was staggering, anc 
business in Anchorage, the state’s largest city, came to a com- 
plete stop. Supplies of all kinds were flown in, and even ae 
— in return for our help in one of its earthquakes — contri ute 
$10,000 to the cause of rehabilitation. In passing, 1t 1s interesting 
to note that some of the old wooden structures made it safely, 
while some modern structures —e.g. two fourteen-story steel 
constructed apartment houses — had their frames twisted beyond 
use. 

Prayers recited in public schools, despite the fact that the 
Pledge of Allegience to the Flag contains the words — ONE 
NATION UNDER GOD... etc.” went out of the schools this 
same year. The 1962 decision against an official prayer in the 
New York State schools was appealed to the U. S. Supreme 
Court, and in 1963, state and local regulations requiring the 
recitation of the Lord’s prayer, or verses from the Bible in public 
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schools, were declared by an eight to one decision to be in viola- 
tion of the first amendment to the Constitution. It was a year 
of Negro gains — and one of Negro strife. It was a year of deep 
sorrow because of the assassination of President Kennedy at the 
age of forty-six. 

On Thursday, August 29, 1963, The Washington Post head- 
line reads: “MAMMOTH RALLY OF 200,000 JAMS MALL 
IN SOLEMN, ORDERLY PLEA FOR EQUALITY.” The Post 
goes on to say that this was the “March on Washington for Jobs 
and Freedom,” a day-rally demanding a breakthrough in civil 
rights for Negroes. “The demonstrators came by special buses 
and trains in perfect order. They sang and gathered at the 
Lincoln Memorial to hear their leaders call on Congress to pass 
civil rights legislation . . . etc.” W hile the march was proceeding 
ten leaders, among whom were Martin Luther King, Roy Wil- 
kins, Whitney Young, executive director of the National Urban 
League, and Walter P. Reuther, president of the United Automo- 
bile Workers, AFL-CIO, met with President Kennedy at the 
White House. 

; It was not, however, until February 1964 that the Civil 
Rights Bill was passed in the House, 290 for and 130 opposed. 
President Johnson called the action an “historic step forward for 
the cause of human dignity in America.” But the bill was not 
finally signed by the President until July —and in the interim 
the issue of Negro equality remained on a red-hot stove, a matter 
of grave concern not only to the Negro, but for “Whitey” as well. 

In September of 1963, two Negroes attempted to enter Ala- 
bama University, and Governor Wallace stood in a doorway to 
prevent this action. Mr. Katzenbach, the U. S. Attorney General, 
formally presented the Governor with a proclamation signed 
by President Kennedy ordering him “to desist.” When Wallace 
refused to move, Kennedy federalized the National Guard, and 
only when the soldiers appeared on campus, and confronted the 
Governor face to face, and ordered him to step aside, did Wallace 
do so. 


Civil rights boycotts spread now to the schools in the great 
northern cities where it was alleged that the schools were segre-

gating de facto, because of their color, Negro students. Actually, 
the schools were neighborhood schools, and housing along with 
the problem of poverty, were basic to the issue. Cleveland and 
Chicago schools were boycotted, but as always, New York City 
was the biggest. It had two boycotts, one in February with al- 
most half of the children and youths remaining away from their 
desks, and a second in March, when an estimated 26% of the 
pupils absented themselves. In March, too, bloody and successful 
sit-ins against alleged discriminating white contractors were 
staged in New York City; but in contrast, in April, civil rights 
groups were unsuccessful, and some 300 persons were arrested 
for attempting to snarl automobile traffic, so that it would be- 
come impossible for the New York World’s Fair to open. 

Two important events—at least their implications were 
world wide — occurred in the month of June 1963. On the third 
day of June, Pope John XXIII died, and on the last day of the 
month Paul VI was crowned as his successor. Under Pope Paul's 
aegis the Ecumenical movement continues to bridge a gap which 
is centuries old, and in its essence, violates the basic premise of 
all religions, namely, to love God and one’s fellow-man. 

July, despite its connotation of being one of the long-hot- 
summer months was in 1963 a good month —if for this one 
reason alone, An agreement was finally reached by the United 
States, Russia, and England to ban nuclear tests in the atmos- 
phere, in space, and under water. (But not underground) . 
According to an account which appeared in the NATIONAL 
OBSERVER on July 29, 1963 this historic document was not 
signed, but initialed on the bottom of the last page, W. A. H. 
for W. Averell Harriman, the U. S. Undersecretary of State for 
Political Affairs; an A. G. for Andrei Gromyko, representing 
Russia; and a single H. for Viscount Halishan, British minister 
for science. Reactions were varied. Some felt that a forward 
step had been taken in the Cold War. (The matter had been 
negotiated for five years.) Others were skeptical. Russia had 
broken promises many times before. The situation today is that 
China, acting as a free agent, exploded its own bomb in October 
1964, and the world despite the nuclear ban treaty, has, in a 
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sense, the same old headache. Only this time it’s China. 

Another July event—one which had world-wide signifi- 
cance, too— was the failure of the Chinese-Soviet talks. The 
rumored rift was no longer a rumor when PRAVDA, the party 
newspaper published and rebutted a Chinese letter extremely 
critical of the Soviet policy of peaceful co-existence. The smold- 
ering fire was fanned into a consuming flame of hatred, burning 
simultaneously in Peking and Moscow because Krushchev, under 
extreme pressure from the United States had withdrawn Rus- 
sian missiles from Cuba in the fall of 1962. It was not, however, 
until mid-October of 1964 that IZVESTIA, the government news- 
paper announced the resignation of Krushchev. PRAVDA, tak- 
ing the usual hard party line, indicated beyond any doubt that 
the seventy-year-old Premier had been kicked out of office, when 
it accused him editorially of full incompetence. 

Historically the two most important events to be dealt with 
in this ANNUAL RECORD have been purposely delayed until 
the end of this piece. These matters, referred to, are the assassina- 
tion of one president, and the assumption into that office of his 
successor. 

Newspaper and magazine coverage of the death of President 
Kennedy has been voluminous. Several books have been printed 
with different versions of the President's assassination. Beyond 
any doubt, the WARREN REPORT was the most important 
book to appear in the calendar year 1964 — and its findings will 
be subject to study and interpretation by scholars for years to 
come. 

Because of the controversial nature of the facts, and because 
the present generation has close rapport with the events involved 
as they happened, the present ANNUAL RECORD will restrict 
its treatment of the subject to a brief factual account. No at- 
tempt, therefore, will be made to analyze the multiple variances 
which occur in reporting the death of President Kennedy, and 
the assumption into office of President Lyndon Johnson. 

John Fitzgerald Kennedy, a lineal descendant of the Boston 
Kennedy and Fitzgerald families — earlier Irish immigrants — 
was inaugurated as the 35th President of the United States in 
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January 1961, incidentally the first Roman Catholic in history 
to be elected to this office. As President Kennedy rode in a 
motorcade in Dallas, Texas, on November 22, 1963, he was shot 
and mortally wounded by an assassin’s bullet. One Lee Harvey 
Oswald, age 24, a former Marine, was the alleged murderer. On 
November 24th —vwith full television coverage — Oswald, in 
the process of being transferred from the Dallas City Jail to the 
County Jail was shot and killed by a certain Jack Rubenstein, 
age 52, a Dallas Night Club proprietor. 

Inseparable, as one hour from the next, in all of this drama 
and confusion was Lyndon Baines Johnson, at that time Vice 
President of the country. He had been born on a farm in Texas 
in 1908, had received a Bachelor of Science degree from South- 
west State Teachers College; but his career was to be in politics 
rather than in education. After a six months courtship, he mar- 
ried the daughter of a wealthy Texan rancher. Her given name 
was Claudia, but a household servant called her “Lady Bird,” 
and the nickname continues into the present. 

Not too many things are so precisely recorded in history as 
this fact. Ninety-nine minutes after the death of President Ken- 
nedy, Mr. Johnson became the 36th President of the United 
States, and this high office he continues to hold at the present 
time. Judge Sarah T. Hughes of the Northern U. S. District 
of Texas administered the Oath of Office in the Presidential 
jet plane on the runway at Love Field in Dallas. Mrs. Kennedy 
and Mrs. Johnson were present at the ceremony, and the plane 
flying President Johnson to the Capitol at Washington, bore 
also the remains of a great man who in action had reaffirmed the 
concluding remarks of his inaugural address when he spoke these 
words: “My Fellow-Americans: Ask not what your country can 
do for you —ask what you can do for your country .. .”

10:30 A.M. Officers went to Vatican and visited with Mon- 
signor Tresch re: Papal Blessings and medals for our group. 
Paymaster and Mr. Doran completed arrangements for Hotel 
rooms, Banquet and Farewell Dinner with the Hotel manage- 
ment. Also, arrangements were made to have electric fans avail- 
able for the Flags during the Banquet and microphones for the 
Captain, Guest Speakers and the Adjutant.

Mag. York: Gentlemen, up to the day that we left, it was 
the hope of our Governor, Endicott Peabody to be with us, but 
because the legislature was still in session, he found it impossible 
to come, not only to Madrid, but to come to Rome. He has 
designated as his representative one of our own, an Adjutant, a 
Wing Adjutant, a Military Aide to His Excellency, and I am 
happy to present to you this evening Maj. James J. Clerkin, 
representing Governor Endicott Peabody. 

Mag. CLerKin: Captain Commanding, Distinguished Guests 
at the Head Table, Reverend Clergy and my Comrades: It was 
so nobly said a short time ago that all roads lead to Rome. It 
is a sincere wish the next time the Ancients travel to Rome His 
Excellency Governor Peabody will be with you. He asked me 
to extend to you his fondest wishes for a happy and wonderful 
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trip, and he has also asked me to extend to the City of Rome 
an invitation that, when some of our distinguished guests visit 
Boston, and Massachusetts, they will come to see him at the 
State House. Thank you. 

Maj. York: Thank you, Maj. Clerkin. 

Tonight we have been pleasantly surprised. We have in 
our midst an outstanding churchman who just arrived this after- 
noon in the city of Rome. We are happy to have him with us. 
We feel honoured that he graces this table, and I am sure that 
he would like to say a word to you. May I present to you the 
Pastor of St. Catherine’s Church in Norwood, Massachusetts: 
His Excellency Bishop Jeremiah F. Minnehan. 

BisHop MinneHan: Commanding Officer, Distinguished 
Guests, Members of the Ancients and Honorables and my Fel- 
low Comrades in Black: I could not help but think as we 
were gathering here and getting ready to call out the names at 
the Head Table, the difficulty they were having with some of 
the Italian names. But I'd like to say to them not to feel bad 
at all, because when we were students here in Rome at the 
North American College, the Italian officials at the College, the 
waiters and those who had to do with us while we were students 
there, gave up entirely and they gave us numbers — and I have 
been known throughout the years among my comrades at the 
American College as Centoundici —I was 111. 


Your meeting here tonight — or your Tours — especially a 
Tour that brings you to Rome — reminds me of a little incident 
when we were young students here. Our summer villa was at 
Castelgandolfo, just at the foot of the hill from the Papal villa, 
and on our afternoon walks we would usually go out to Albano, 
and at Albano there was a little Italian —an old man — who 
sold water-melons, and his pitch to sell his water-melons were 
these words—he’d shout out: “Meloni, meloni”, and then 
he’d say: “Si mangia, si beve, si lava la faccia’: the three 
things were “You eat them, you drink them and you wash your 
face with them”. 


I think myself that that should be a motto of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery —“‘si mangia bene”, you eat well on

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your tours — “si beve meglio”: you drink even better on your 
tours — but, instead of washing your face, I’d like to say 
this, that I think that the real reason and the tremendous pur- 
pose of your meetings is, that as you eat and as you drink you 
are increasing the beautiful spirit of camaraderie which is yours, 
and which is an example to all of those who know and love you 
in Massachusetts, and —I am sure —an example to all who 
know you through meeting you here on your various tours 
throughout Europe. 

I sincerely hope that I will have an opportunity to meet 
with you again, as I tell you how deeply grateful I am for this 
opportunity to be with you tonight. 

I have one story about the Italian names. My beloved 
father, who came from County Cork, always when Governor 
Furcolo was Governor of Massachusetts, he'd always say: “Jere- 
miah, how's that fellow Furcolo doing?” 

MaJ. York: And now, Gentlemen, it is a distinct pleasure 
for me to introduce to you a man whom I thought I would have 
the privilege of meeting when you sent me here on the pre-Trip 
last July. Unfortunately for us he was confined at that time, 
and I am led to believe that tonight is his first public appearance 
in months. He has given us of his time, he has been a great 
help to us. I think that the highest compliment one could pay 
to our Ambassador to Italy is that he is a regular guy. 

May I present to you the Hon. Frederick Rheinhart, Am- 
bassador to Rome. 

Hon. Ruemnart: Thank you, Captain Commanding. I 
think I was very fortunate that my recent indisposition so timed 
itself that my first public appearance could be in the company 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachu- 
setts. I am very happy to have had this chance to be with you 
this evening, and this opportunity to pay my respects to the 
Institution which I shall inform my fellow guests here this eve- 
ning, is the oldest chartered military establishment in the 
Western hemisphere; and I believe I might also instruct them 
that it is the third oldest in the world, coming after the Papal 
Guards, the Swiss Guards of the Vatican, and the Ancient 
Artillery Company of London. 
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I am very impressed by the size of the Company in its visit 
here. I think probably the only competition you have in num- 
bers and, I might add, also in colour, are the Council Fathers 
who are attending the Ecumenical Council. 

I was very interested to learn today about the honours that 
were paid to a member of the Company, Sergeant J. Clair, and 
I should like to take this opportunity of extending my congratu- 
lations. I understand that it has taken eight years for the medals 
to reach the body, but I think that the moment at which this 
happened was a very propitious one. 

May I say that I hope that you will, in future Field Days, 
have as good weather and as hospitable surroundings as I know 
you have found here extended to you by the Italians — and 
particularly by the Italian forces, in the next 326 occasions. 

Maj. Yorx: Thank you, Mr. Ambassador. 

And now, Gen Carew, may we have the next regular toast. 

Gen. Carew: Gentlemen, the sixth regular toast. 

The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts was founded in 1638 to protect the homes from Indian 
raids and against their other enemies. The Ancients became 
the first military company to be formed in our country.

Maj. York: Gentlemen, in responding to the toast of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, I 
think it is proper and fitting that we introduce two gentlemen 
of the Church whom we have here in the audience. 

May I present to you the Secretary of State to the Vatican 
City of Rome, the Very Reverend Monsignor Carew. Would 
you stand please for a bow. 

Seated beside him, Gentlemen, one of our own, a clergyman 
we see very often and value a lot, Pastor of the Sacred Heart 
Church of Roslindale, the Right Reverend Monsignor Edward 
G. Murray, who was Advisor to the Ecumenical Council. 

To respond to this toast, Gentlemen, is indeed an honour. 
The custom —or should I say the tradition — of visiting the 
great cities in lands other than our own is a goodwill gesture 
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which, hopefully, redounds to the credit of our city, of our 
commonwealth and our beloved country. It has been a privilege 
to have been in several of these Fall Tours of Duty which have 
become now a tradition, a way of life, we might say, of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. I 
have enjoyed to the full each one of these trips. The city and 
country involved, without exception and regardless of geograph- 
ical location, have rolled out the so-called red carpet to make 
our visit a success. 


Their hospitality has not been in mere words — it has been 
in action — and actions speak louder than words. This hospi- 
tality has been shown in many ways, in many warm fertile 
gestures, perhaps best summed up in the phrase “they have made 
us feel at home”. 


Nowhere can this truth be stated with fuller meaning than 
right here in this fascinating city of Rome. By your warmth of 
expression, by your innumerable acts of solicitude in terms of 
our health and happiness, you have indeed made the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company feel at home. 


It was my privilege this morning, along with Gen. Carew, 
to visit the Chief of Staff of the Italian Army. One of ours, 
Sergeant J. Ernest Clair, was presented the Cross of Valour and 
the Liberation Medal. He worked here as an officer with the 
Italian Alpine Troops. I consider it a great privilege to have 
been present. I was proud when I saw him presented with these 
medals. I wish all of you could have been there, but the space 
did not permit it. And I hope, and I wish, and I command 
Sergeant J. Ernest Clair ‘to say a few words to you here this 
evening. 


SERGEANT Cxarr: Ufficiali, soldati italiani, ufficiali ameri- 
cani, ma tutti a questa tavola, ma questo giorno per me é il pid 
bello giorno della mia vita. Ma non é possibile per me parlare 
le parole, non é possibile, ma tutti gli ufficiali, i generali italiani 
ma molte molte grazie. Molte grazie. 


In English, I said “Thank you very much, the Head Table 
and — thank you very much”. 
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Maj. York: Good luck to you, Ernie, and I know that all 
your comrades wish with me that you have every success and 
every happiness in the years to come. 


And now may I call upon our other Chaplain, Maj. Frank 
J. Bauer, for the Benediction. 


Maj. Baver: Now may the blessing of Almighty God rest 
upon us and abide with us. May He grant us light to guide us, 
courage to support us, love to unite us and peace to save us. In 
the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 


Maj. York: Gentlemen, on behalf of you, on behalf of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, may I thank all the 
men connected with our Embassy; may I thank the Officers of the 
various services of the country of Italy for gracing this occasion 
and helping us so much in this Fall Field Day Tour of Duty.

LizuTENANT COLONEL ALBERT E. ROBERTS 
Born 22 November 1875 
Enrolled 2 April 1928 
Captain Commanding 1940-1941 
Died 22 September 1963 


Lieutenant Colonel Albert E. Roberts was born in Liver- 
pool, England on 22 November 1875. He came to the United 
States in his early youth. 


He was extremely active in civic and business affairs. Being 
a master plumber, he soon established in the Town of Braintree 
where he made his home a successful business. His straight for- 
ward approach and his sincere application of sound business 
principles resulted in one of the most prosperous and well 
known establishments on the South Shore. 


During his busy life he took an active interest in civic 
affairs. He served in the General Court of Massachusetts and 
those associated there with him recognized his vigor and dedica- 
tion as a public servant. He also served as a member of the 
Board of Selectmen of his home town of Braintree and for many 
years was its chairman. 


He was elected to membership in the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company on 2 April 1928. He served as 3rd Sgt. 
of Artillery 1929-1930; elected Second Lieutenant 1933; First 
Lieutenant 1937-1938; Captain Commanding 1940-1941. He was 
elected a member of the Trustees of the Permanent Fund for the 
years 1945-1950. He was appointed Chief of Staff by Captain 
John Brink 1947-1948. 
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His outstanding qualities of leadership and his dedicated 
activities in the interest of the company were always in evidence. 
During his term of office as Captain Commanding he chose to 
take the Company to Fishers Island, New York, where memorial 
exercises were held at Fort Wright at the Fall Field Day Tour 
of Duty 1940. It is interesting to note that this was the largest 
number of members to participate in the history of The Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company: 268 members made the trip. 
There were no guests. This was indeed a great tribute to 
Captain Commanding Roberts. 


Although having no official position in the Company 
Colonel Roberts continued to take an active part in its activities. 
As a Past Commander his interest in the affairs of the Company 
never diminished. In spite of unfortunate incidents which in- 
capacitated him from being his usual active self, he always made 
his interest in the Company felt. 


He was a man who had the courage of his convictions, who 
always was ready to stand up and be counted. When he spoke 
it was clear, audible, and with emphasis, leaving in the minds 
of those who heard no doubt of what he meant. 

We shall miss him, but we are grateful for having known 
him and for having had the privilege of serving with him in 
The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachu- 
setts. 


One of our great comrades has joined those of the past. 
Be it resolved that this tribute be spread upon the records 


and a copy thereof be forwarded to his widow, Mrs. Albert E. 
Roberts.

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WASHINGTON'S BIRTHDAY BANQUET 
FANEUIL HALL, BOSTON, MASSACHUSETTS 


The following address was delivered by Captain Command- 
ing, Major Frederick A. York, Jr. 


Traditionally on this date — the birthday of the first presi- 
dent of the United States —we gather together to honor our 
Commander-in-Chief, the Governor of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, Endicott Peabody. 

No one will question the fact that we are living in trying 
times. Someone has said, “The best of times; and the worst 
of times.” Be that as it may, President Washington, our first 
great president, properly called “The Father of His Country,” 
lived in troubled, critical times, too. History attests this fact. 
The problems which he faced and overcame are worthy of brief 
review on the occasion when we celebrate his birthday. 

Commander-in-Chief of the Continental Army, Washington 
seldom had more than eight thousand trained soldiers for actual 
combat use. “Summer time soldiers and sunshine patriots,” 
Thomas Paine derisively called the Continental Army. But that 
long, bitter winter at Valley Forge, outside Philadelphia — 
incidentally one of the worst winters on record — disproves 
Paine’s glib terminology as suitable for these brave men serving 
in the Continental Army. 

At long last, with the surrender of Cornwallis at Yorktown, 
the Revolutionary War was over. The government of the thir- 
teen colonies, following the war, was under the so-called Articles 
of Confederation. The grave problems engendered under this 
form of loose control made the necessity for the Constitutional 
Convention a must. 

Once again answering the call of service to his country, 
George Washington, as their chosen leader, led the historic con- 
vention of the Founding Fathers held in Independence Hall, 
Philadelphia. After many trying days of debate the defects in- 
herent in the Articles of Confederation were resolved. The 
new Constitution, to become effective as the instrument of 
government of the United States, required ratification by nine 
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states. ‘This ratification was soon given and Massachusetts was 
one of the ratifying states. 

Congress, upon the completion of this action, convened in 
New York City, the first Capital of this country. Because of 
the transportation problems involved it was not until April 7, 
1789 that all electors arrived in New York City. When the 
electoral ballots were counted the unanimous choice of the 
electors — and the only man ever to be so honored — was the 
former Commander-in-Chief of the Revolutionary Army, George 
Washington. 

Our new-born democracy existed precariously, however. 
Our financial position, for example, could only be described as 
very bad. The political parties, the Federalists and the anti- 
Federalists, were in sharp disagreement as to the ways and 
means for producing a strong and united government. France 
and England at war with each other, felt that at almost any 
time in the future — when they were not so busy — they might 
easily conquer the newly founded United States of America. 

Under the firm leadership of George Washington these 
critical issues, in due time, were resolved and the divergent 
conflicts of thinking and doing were melded into common action 
for the common good. These travails were not, however, with- 
out their demands upon our first president’s strength and health. 
After two terms of office —at the age of 65 — weary with the 
burdens of the Revolutionary War, and the birth and growing 
pains of a new nation, Washington refused a third term of office, 
and retired to private life. 

Because the impacts today for the 180-million plus Ameri- 
cans living in this country are as important as they were to the 
4-million plus alive in these United States in 1796, I quote in 
part from President Washington’s Farewell Address, “. . . Citi- 
zens by birth or choice of a common country, that country has 
a right to concentrate your affections. The name of America, 
which belongs to you in your national capacity, must always 
exalt the just pride of patriotism more than any appellation 
derived from local discriminations. With slight shades of dif- 
ference, you have the same religion, manners, habits, and po- 
litical principles. You have in a common cause fought and 
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triumphed together. The independence and liberty you possess 
are the work of joint councils and joint efforts, of common 
dangers, sufferings, and successes.”

Eulogy to President 


JOHN FITZGERALD KENNEDY 
Nov. 27, 1963 — Paulist Chapel 


The beginning of the Holy Mass this morning is the same, 
as on last Monday, at the solemn obsequies and burial of our late 
President ‘John Fitzgerald Kennedy’, at St. Matthew's Cathedral 
in Washington, D. C. The Holy Mass of requiem begins with 
these sacred and solemn words: 


‘IT will enter unto the altar of God — 
unto God who rejoices in my youth’ 


I could not help but think that ‘YOUTH?’ in the tragic and 
untimely death of our late President Kennedy was the focal 
point of National and International sorrow and grief — that 
one so young and talented, should have met so untimely a death. 


When John Fitzgerald Kennedy was sworn in as President 
of the United States of America — in his inaugural address he 
said — ‘Let the word go out from this time and place to friends 
and foes alike, that a torch has passed to a new generation of 
Americans born in this century, tempered by war, disciplined 
by a hard and bitter peace, proud of their ancient heritage and 
unwilling to witness or permit the slow undoing of those human 
rights to which this Nation has always been dedicated and to 
which we are committed today at home and around the world. 


He continued: 

‘Let every nation know, whether it wishes us good or evil, 
that we shall pay any price, bear any burden, meet any foe, to 
assure the survival, and success of freedom and liberty, no matter 
what the sacrifices. 

The sacrifices that John Fitzgerald Kennedy asked of his 
fellow countrymen during this inaugural address were small 
indeed to the sacrifice he himself would make. 


‘No greater love hath any man — almighty God has told us 
than to lay down his life for friend’ the president’s death, the 
consummation of which has brought sorrow and mourning not 
only to those near and dear to him as his wile, who was so 
ination and later 


noble and heroic during this death and a 
at his burial, but also to the World, our nation, our state and 
our city and finally, to our own Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts of which he was the most honored 
member while living and even more noble and glorious in death. 


No event since Pearl Harbor has shocked this country so 
much as his death —the world itself stood numb at this sud- 
den and heroic sacrifice of our young president. 

As the Head of our nation — the United States of America, 
President Kennedy held aloft ideals for our country and all 
nations to emulate — what impact his death will have on cur- 
rent events and the future course of our country only time and 


the ages can tell. 


The recognition of his illustrious statesmanship — his leader- 
ship in national and international affairs — his unselfish public 
services to the nation and our own State — have been proclaimed 
and acknowledged by all men. 

Senator Mansfield said of him when addressing the U.S. 
Senate in his memorial address: The death of President Kennedy 
has fused the many faces of courage into a single profile of 
his own personality — his 


courage reflected in his own image 
own youth. 


AIL America stands indebted to the sovereign state and 
commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Massachusetts was his home, the home of his father, mother. 
brothers and sisters — the land of his fondest dreams and ambi- 
tions. It was here that he was educated at world famous Harvard 
University. It was here he started his political career. It was 
here in Massachusetts that he honored us as Congressman-Senator 
and finally President of these United States. Here his infant 
son was laid to rest and later reburied by the side of his father 
in Arlington National Cemetery. Here are his closest friends. 


and companions throughout the commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. 


It is indeed a sad thing to have one who personified courage, 
ability, generosity, die so young, one who loved to be with 
friends and whose friends loved to be with him — one who dedi- 
cated himself to youth especially to the underprivileged, retarded 
children — one who initiated the youth movement — that has 
opened to them the whole world. He was their inspiration to 
dedicate themselves to the service and betterment of mankind, 
irrespective of race, color or creed. 


Indeed, it is a sad thing that such a realist and at the same 
time an idealist should have died so young. He has offered his 
holocaust —he has breathed his last — he has consummated the 
supreme sacrifice of his life as President of the United States 
of America — May this heroic death of John Fitzgerald Kennedy 
ever glow, as an eternal torch, to inspire America’s youth, to 
ideals of freedom and liberty and love of their fellowman. 


President Kennedy once said ‘In the long history of the world 
only a few generations have been granted the role of defending 
freedom in its hour of maximum danger. I do not shrink — he 
said — from this responsibility I welcome it. I do not believe 
that any of us would exchange places with any other people or 
any other generation. The energy, the faith, the devotion 
which we bring to this endeavor will light our country and all 
who serve it—and the glow from this fire can truly light the 
world.’ Little did the dead president realize, that the last act 
of his loving wife, Jacqueline Bouvier Kennedy, would in reality 
light a little torch at his erave that will burn until the end of 
time —or that his Eminence Richard Cardinal Cushing in his 
final prayers at his grave would say, ‘Eternal rest grant unto him, 
O Lord and let Perpetual Light shine upon him." 

‘To John Fitzgerald Kennedy this morning in our Memorial 
exercises and Holy Mass, we the ANCIENT AND HONOR- 
ABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY OF MASSACHUSETTS — we, 
his many friends present, pay him tribute, and express our heart- 


felt sorrow and sympathy to his father, former ambassador to 
Great Britain — the honorable Joseph Kennedy — to his mother, 


Mrs. Rose Fitzgerald Kennedy — to his brothers Senators Robert 
of New York and Edward of Mass., — to his sisters, and relatives, 
and finally, to his wife, Jacqueline Bouvier Kennedy, loyal and 
faithful in life and death —an inspiration to all American 
Womanhood, proud and noble, wife and mother and then to 
his two litde ones, Caroline and John John, who gave his final 
boyish salute to his father making his last journey to Arlington 
National Cemetery.

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SERMON 


CHAPLAIN (MAJOR) FRANK J. BAUER, A & H A Co. 


“John Fitzgerald Kennedy. Enrolled April 16, 1956. Died No- 
vember 22, 1963. Served 7 years.” 


Even after six months it does not seem real, and we find it most 
difficult to believe that it really happened. Such a towering tragedy 
shocks our senses into numbness and deals our heart a blow from 
which we never fully recover, 


Already three million people of America and of the world — 
and my family and I are among them — have made the sad pilgrimage 
to his grave on the slope of the hillside below the Custis-Lee Mansion 
in Arlington National Cemetery, and, at night, from Washington 
across the river have seen the flickering flame so pitifully small in 
all the darkness that has, like a shroud, fallen upon the once gay 
Capital City of our nation. 


_ The day may come when we forget the Alamo and forget the 
Maine, the sinking of the Lusitania and the attack upon Pearl Har- 
bor. The day may come when no one watches anymore the sentries 
march before the Tomb of the Unknown and when the Lincoln Memo- 
rial will be neglected and unvisited. But for our generation and par- 
ticularly for this organization, for you and for me and for all the 
members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Mas- 
sachusetts who marched so proudly at his inauguration, our late 
Comrade and Commander-in-Chief will never be forgotten, and No- 
vember 22nd will always be a black day of deepest mourning. 


When after the burial President Johnson addressed the Congress, 
he spoke for us all when he said, “All I have I would gladly give 
not to be in this office today.” What wouldn’t we give to have that 
cool, crisp voice speak again and to be warmed all over by the bril- 
liance of his youthful charm? But, to no avail. Six months ago on 
November 22nd, in the full flower of his life, he was, like grass, cut 
down by an assassin’s bullet. 


November 22, 1963. We will always remember exactly where we 
were and what we were doing when first we heard the news that 
made so bright and sunny a day so black a Friday. A young mother 
in my parish will never forget that day, for she, almost at the very 
moment, was in the Quincy Hospital giving birth to a son. As the 
light of one life was being snuffed out, the light of another was being 
kindled. Later she told me she felt almost like a traitor to have been 
party to so joyous an event on so tragic a day. 
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The maternity ward, usually so happy with the laughter and 
the chatter of new mothers, became, she said, as quiet and as gloomy 
as a morgue. We should have been able to show her son a better 
world and better people on the day he first opened his eyes, but he 
will learn soon enough that he was born into a world of evil and of 
hate inhabited by depraved and perverse people where the innocent 
and the unsuspecting are cut down with professional skill. For, as 
has already been written in elegiac verse, “Those lenses were well 
ground. The steel was bright and clean—the eye that aimed that 
rifle was seeing clear and keen, only the mind was blurred. It was 
blurred from our dim-seeing.” 


“Fyom our dim-seeing.” We are all to blame, for this assassin 
was not a monster from Mars, but a man of this world. He was not 
a Russian, but an American. He was baptized in a Christian Church; 
he was educated in our schools; and he served in the armed forces of 
our country. He was one of us, and we—our homes, our schools, 
our churches, our country, our world— we made him what he was. 
No wonder the grief and shame, though nation-wide and world-wide, 
were so personal and so genuine as every eye and every ear followed 
on television, over radio, and in the press the events which confirmed 
the unbelievable horror. 


The climate in November 22, 1963 was right for murder. Earlier 
that year a postman was shot down in Mississippi. In June Medgar 
Evers, who was a field secretary for the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, was killed by a rifle bullet as he 
stepped from his car in his driveway with his family watching from 
the window. And on September 15th a bomb was thrown into 4 
church in Birmingham, Alabama, and four little negro girls were 
killed. But who even remembers the name of the postman? How much 
grief and shame did we feel that an official of the N.A.A.C.P. was 
murdered? And no one suggested that September 15th be a day of 
national mourning? 


If we were shocked to hear that some school children in Dallas 
applauded when they were told the President was shot and that a 
college student in Fort Worth testified that he would have been wait- 
ing with a gun himself at the Trade Mart where he was to have 
delivered a speech, then let’s be just as shocked by our lack of in- 
dignation over earlier tragedies and by our failure to eliminate evil 
and hate from our own hearts. We still fight in our homes; in our 
churches; in our schools; at our work; and we still quarrel and call 
each other names. We still listen to and repeat rumors from the

sewers that assassinate character and kill reputations, We still re- 
fuse to open our hearts and our homes, our clubs and our communities 
to people of another race, of another color or another creed. So 
we continue to breed and to nourish the germs of evil and hate that 
finally grow into a monster that terrifies and kills. 


To have been born on November 22, 1963, as that child in my 
parish, was to be born in darkness; and the saddest thing about it 
all is that we put out the lights ourselves. 


That is why I was so very glad when that child’s parents came 
to me and asked to have him baptised on Christmas Eve, the holy 
night of the birth of the Son of God. For it is a profound truth of 
Scripture that God, who is over the whole of history, is able to bring 
light out of darkness. In the very beginning when “darkness was 
upon the face of the deep . . . God said, Let there be light; and there 
was light.” Two thousand years ago, in the darkness of a Judean 
night, the Light of the World was born, and, thirty-three years 
later, out of the darkness of the Friday on which he was put to 
death upon the Cross, God brought “life and immortality to light 
through the Gospel,” thus making the greatest of crimes the greatest 
of blessings. And so, out of all the human failure and the senseless 
destruction that made November 22, 1963, so dark, we know that 
God can and we trust that God will give us light again and bring us 
to a new and brighter day. Men perish, and our great and good 
President lies cold beneath, But our God lives and reigns in heaven 
up above, and surely “He that spared not his own Son, but delivered 
Him up for us all, how shall He not with Him also freely give us all 
things,” also all things needful and necessary to comfort a mourning 
United States of America and to set our eyes once more upon the 
bright and shining destiny before us. 


John Fitzgerald Kennedy. Brother to us all, he not only dreamed 
dreams and saw visions, but also for millions of people in our country 
he made dreams come true, and for billions of people the world around 
he restored the vision of a decent living and of peace with honor. 
So to him and to his illustrious memory, and to all our departed com- 
rades and to their memory, I now, in this 326th Memorial Service of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, 
Major Frederick A. York, Jr., Captain-Commanding, dedicate this 
passage, taken from the 44th chapter of the apocryphal book of 
Ecclesiasticus, the prayer that the souls of all the faithful might rest 
in peace and that God’s light perpetual may shine upon them. 

. .. “Let us now praise famous men, and our fathers that begat 
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us. The Lord hath wrought great glory by them through His great 
power from the beginning. Such as did bear rule in their kingdoms, 
men renowned for their power, giving counsel by their understanding, 
wise and eloquent in their instructions. Rich men, furnished with 
ability, living peaceably in their habitations: All these were honored 
in their generations, and were the glory of their times. They that 
were born of them have left a name behind them, that their praises 
might be related. These were men of mercy, whose godly deeds have 
not failed. Their seed shall remain for ever, and their glory shall not 
be blotted out. Their bodies are buried in peace; but their name liveth 
for evermore. The people will tell of their wisdom, and the Church 
will show forth their praise.” Amen.

Captain York: It is my privilege and honor as Captain 
Commanding the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts to extend to you my most cordial greetings on 
this occasion of our 326th June Day Anniversary. Need I say 
that I have enjoyed it as one of the highlights of my life, the 
high office which you have bestowed upon me just a year ago. 
The time has passed so swiftly that it is hard to believe that a 
year ago tonight has gone a full cycle and that we are gathered 
here again tonight repeating the time honored tradition of the 
Company’s annual anniversary banquet. 


It has been a year of great change; a year to challenge the 
best efforts of our leaders. Our population figures go up and up; 
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the youths crowd our school facilities as disadvantaged or under- 
privileged Negroes from the deep South and the Puerto Ricans 
impact the core city, Boston, South End, Roxbury and North 
Dorchester. Because of their lack of suitable skills these immi- 
grants worsen the local employment situation. In Boston we 
feel particularly the effect of social revolution which goes on all 
around us, because 90 per cent of the population increase in 
this Country. in this decade — 1950 to 1960— occurred in the 
great cities; that is to say, cities with populations of a half 
million and over. 


Boston, the home of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company, is the biggest city in Massachusetts —in fact, it is 
the biggest city in the New England States. I might point out 
for you that 50 per cent of the five and a half million people 
residing in this State live east of Worcester, 40 miles from 
Boston, that 38 1/3 of the 50 per cent live within that golden 
semi-circle called Route 128—3in other words, within 15 miles 


- of where we are sitting tonight. 


Automation is eliminating 20,000 low-skilled jobs each 
month, and the largest number of unemployed are found in 
young adults and among the older ones. 


The president of the United States, a native son from our 
own Massachusetts, died by the hand of an assassin in the streets 
of Dallas, Texas, and the whole world was the loser. 


Challenging times; changing times. Everywhere the eye 
turns there is evidence that a new Boston is being built, and 
it projects not simply for tomorrow but into the 2lst Century. 


But the cities are not simply structures of cement and 
steel, they are places where people live and work together. 
People give life to the cement and steel, those who help raise 
buildings going up all over the city. The Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company from colonial times has been a part 
of the very essence which makes Boston distinct from all other 
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American cities; and the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, traditionally a part of the old 
Boston, will, by tradition and design, become an integral part 
of the spirit and essence of the new Boston. 


Gentlemen, this has been a wonderful year for me. It has 
been outstanding in many ways. I have been privileged to have 
represented you, and I have tried to represent you as best I have 
been able.

I 
am sure that he will carry on the great traditions of this grand 
old Company. I want to compliment him and I want to con- 
gratulate him. I am sure, as I said before, that the Company 
will be proud and happy one year from tonight when he too 
will relinquish his command.

SEQUENCE OF EVENTS 


1. At 1445 hours, or on command, the ceremony will commence with 
the Adjutant giving the command “Present Arms” to the entire 
command.
